CLOSING BALANCE PRIGR ANNUAL REPORT 
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From Ron Easterday, Treasurer 


2021 ended on a negative year financially 
for our Society with expenditures exceeding 
income for the first time in many, many 
years. Much of the reason for this is 
clear and partly due to the Society’s cash 
accounting based on the calendar year: 
¢ 2020 saw a record number of 
members paying dues for 2021 in 
December of 2020, resulting in 
significantly less 2021 dues received 
in the 2021 financial year. 
¢ A record number of Society 
publications were issued: Four, 
full-color Gazettes and two 
Research Supplements thanks to the 
diligent work of Lesley and David 
Evans, Larry Cederblom, and 
Kentwood Wells. Research 
Supplement No.1 was received by 
members in December 2020; 
however, it was paid for in January 
2021, rendering it a 2021 expense 
along with the five other publications. 
¢ Inflation, as we all well know, is hitting 
all sectors of the economy. Printing 
and postage costs are no exception.

On this web page I take a look at collecting glass coming attraction slides. 
Early glass slides consisted of two pieces of glass: one pane containing 

a hand-painted image and the second pane placed over the image for 
protection. They were projected viaa MAGIC LANTERN projector. 


During the 1900’s films ran on average one or two reels (a reel being 
approx 10 minutes). Unlike later years where they would have more than 
one projector and swiftly changed between the two, in those days there 
would be just one film projector so there would be a pause in the show. 


Some theatres would have sing-a-longs while the projectionist changed 
reels in the early days with a Magic Lantern slide show. Later in the 
1900’s they would show a slide featuring a coming attraction. The Laurel 
and Hardy slides that I have seen measure 3.25” by 4”, and they are held 
together with pieces of black tape on the edges of the two panes.

Dear Lindsay 


Yes, an interesting item! Are the objectives in 
fact on opposite sides? The view of it seems to 
show a condenser lens opposite the open door as 
well, so it would appear to have three objectives. 
Nothing at all to do with dissolving views 
though. It would be almost impossible to get 
them to register correctly and it is a requirement 
that you can in some way dim or obstruct the 
light from one objective whilst showing the 
image from the other, in a controlled manner 

to give a smooth dissolve effect. Prior to the 
vertical biunial it was achieved by two side by 


side lanterns and a fan dissolver in front of them. 


The Black Creek lantern is a scientific projector. 
I am almost certain that the little oil lamp is 
nothing to do with it either. Looking at the 
quality of construction it would have had 
something much more professional as an 
illuminant. Only one 
for both (or all three) 
objectives. The idea 
would be to set up some 
sort of experiment or 
image in each stage 

and they could be 
flipped toward the 
screen instantly using 
the prisms. The prisms 
themselves could be 
part of the experimental 
system, such as for

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inverting images, which is useful for 
some experiments. Imagine projecting 
a thermometer and having the mercury 
falling as the temperature rises! 


Newton’s made a somewhat similar set- 
up in their patent triple rotating electric 
lantern, though this one most probably 
pre-dates the Newton one by a couple of 
decades or so. To say much more about it 
we should need much better pictures of it 
showing the other side of it, knowing the 
dimensions etc.

I noticed that the simple oil lamp seemed 
out of place, too. The big open flame 
wouldn’t provide effective illumination 
and would be smoky. I am wondering if it’s 
even a lamp: The bottom is rounded rather 
than flat, as one would expect. The shape 
& position of the handle seem to indicate 
that it was made to be held inverted. The 
vertical cut-out in the bottom of the door is 
for the gas pipes of a limelight jet.

1. ) Only 8 members in total did respond. Not all of them did answer all questions. 


2.) Two members said “Yes” they would be interested in coming to an in-person 
meeting. Three answered “Maybe”, and 3 answered with “No”. 


3. ) Topics of interest these members would like to see presented were: Lantern 
Slide Collection at TAH, How to successfully project Lantern Slides, How to 
convert a projector to LED lighting, Influenza epidemic of 1918, and generally 
diverse presentations on Magic Lantern related subjects. 

4.) Three members were willing to give a presentation. Three others said “No”. 


5. ) Two members preferred a 1-Day event, two preferred a 2-Day event, and one 
member opted for “as long as possible”. 


6. ) Four members said “Yes” they would be interested in a zoom meeting. The 
others did not answer that question. 


Conclusion: 


Only a few members will come to an in-person meeting. More are willing to 
participate via zoom, but not all can be expected to do so. 


Members who are willing to come to an in-person meeting tend to vote for a 2-Day 
(or longer) event, rather than a 1-Day event. 


Any variety of subjects may be presented. There is no clear preference for any 
specific subject.
